If God has obtained infinite satisfaction 
by dying to satisly his own justice, and 
has all the power to subdue sinners to 
hiraself, why does he not convert them‘ 
But it seems according to the Dr.’s creed 
God must damn eternally about as many 
as he saves to satisfy his justice. Or he 
does not desire to have his creatures holy 
and happy. It seems he makes them 
wicked, then blames and punishes them 
forever, to glorify his wrath, which the 
agonies and death of the Almighty could 
not glorifv. What can be more horrible!
